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City Council 
meets to consider 
pending litigation

The Belleville City Council met in closed- 
door session via Zoom at 6:01 p.m. Aug. 
27 to “consult with its attorney regarding 
trial or settlement strategy in connection 
with pending litigation.” 

The Open Meetings Act allows closed 
session for this, “only if an open meeting 
would have a detrimental financial effect 
on the litigating or settlement position of 
the public body.” 

Present were Mayor Kerreen Conley 
and Council persons Kelly Bates and Ken 
Voigt, a quorum. Also present were Aaron 
Powers of WCA Assessing, assessing 
attorney Laura Hallahan, and City Manager 
Tracey Schultz Kobylarz. 

Councilman Voigt was present by phone 
and said he was in Knoxville. 

Councilman Tom Fielder was absent and 
Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte had been 
called into work, so he also was absent. 

Police Chief Dave Robinson and the 
Independent were present for the beginning 
of the meeting and then were excused as 
the council went into closed-door session. 

Council came back into regular session 
at 6:29 p.m., said City Manager Kobylarz, 
who declined to identify the case involved. 

The council unanimously passed a motion 
to approve the litigation plan as outlined. 


Sidewalks to be closed 
at north end of Main St. 


On Tuesday, Mark Davenport of Davenport 
Brothers Construction announced he would 
be closing the sidewalk along construction 
on Main Street in Belleville from the Metro 
store around the corner to the light at the 
bridge. He said people like to walk along that 
sidewalk and he wanted them to be informed 
that it will be fenced off during construction 
of Scott Jones’ new development. 
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These are the pipes under the new 91-space parking lot now under construction next to the Belleville Area District Library. The pipes, 
now buried, are to filter the water drained from the surface before it goes into Belleville Lake. The old library had to be demolished 
before the parking lot could be built. The public parking spaces will serve both the library and businesses in the city of Belleville. 


Sumpter responds to criticisms of precinct activities

At Sumpter Township’s regular, in- 
person board meeting on Aug. 25, Clerk 
Esther Hurst and Trustee Tim Rush, who 
both are running for reelection in the Nov. 
3 election, presented a defense of activities 
at Precinct 5 in the Aug. 4 primary election. 
Clerk Hurst said criticisms have pointed 
at township officials, herself, and her staff 
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and this has impacted the election inspector 
team. She said they followed election law. 

She said allegations of throwing away of 
ballots is not true and many are looking for 
the truth. 

“The current media is not the place to 
look,” Hurst said. 

Trustee Rush said he has lived in the 
township for 30 years and this is the worst 
election year he’s ever seen, with false, 
criminal allegations. 

He criticized the Independent for gladly 
publishing criticisms without a phone call 
to get the other side. 

“Residents need to hear the truth,” Rush 
said. “I swore an oath ... I’ve been falsely 
accused.” 


He said Toni Clark said she personally 
saw him open the tabulating machine 
and removing and carrying out tapes. He 
directed Deputy Clerk Tony Burdick to run 
the surveillance tape from the precinct so 
it could be seen on the big screens in the

Stump Grinding 
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VBT planners approve preliminary 
site plan for senior housing complex

After six months of delay, Hampton 
Manor senior living facility is on its way 
to being constructed at the corner of Tyler 
and Morton Taylor roads in Van Buren 
Township. 

At the July 22 Zoom meeting of the VBT 
Planning Commission, the commission 
recommended a special land use request to 
the township board and then approved the 
complex’s preliminary site plan. 

The project had its public hearing in 
January and then a problem with the 
C zoning arose and so the zoning was 
changed to allow the large residential use 
in C. This change went into effect July 30. 

The senior living facility has a Memory 
Care wing with 24 units and 56 units for 
assisted living. In the center of the complex 
are amenities for the residents, including 
putting greens, a spa, a hair salon, and 
gathering places. Each unit has doors and 
windows to the outside and a small kitchen 
area. 

Planning consultant Vidya Krishnan of 
McKenna said this is not a group home, 
like other group homes in the area. Group 
homes are under the jurisdiction of the 
State of Michigan. 

They expect to have 84 residents and 15 
employees and the owners promise the site 
will be kept litter free. 

Engineer Paul Kammer of Fishbeck said 
the water main service will tie into the west 
side of Morton Taylor and the pipe will 
go under the road. The stormwater pipe 
will also go under Morton Taylor to the 
McClorey Drain. The sanitary sewer will 
tie into the Tyler line. 

Commissioner Don Boynton asked if 
there is going to be a fence around the 
detention pond. He asked if anyone lived 
next door to the proposed pond at the south 
end of the property. 

Krishnan said the fence would be 
determined by Wayne County and there is 
a young family with young children that 
lives next to the pond. 

Kammer said, the requirement for a fence 
will be based on the slope of the pond. If 
it’s 1:6, no fence would be required by 


Wayne County, but he will check VBT 
ordinances. 

Bill Thompson of Laner Associates 
representing Hampton Manor said if a 
fence is required, they’ll put it in. 

Rick Williams asked from the audience 
about the drainage from the building to 
McClarey Drain. He said the county drain 
is plugged downriver in Romulus. He said 
he lives on Tyler Road, west of Morton 
Taylor, and if the Hampton Manor project 
drains to the McClarey Drain, the drain 
will back up and his house will be under 
water. He said water is now seven feet 
from his home. 

He said his house is on the south side of 
Tyler Road and there is water there. 

“I fear for what’s going to happen if 
McClarey Drain is not unplugged. 

Thompson said the water from the project 
is to be released in the ditch along Morton 
Taylor at a rate no greater than now. 

“Whatever we do is under Wayne County 
Public Works and the Road Commission,” 
Thompson said. 

Williams asked if they are wanting him 
to move out and sell his home for less 
because it’s flooded. 

“I don’t see this project helping me out at 
all,” Williams said. “The drain hasn’t been 
cleaned out in more than 30 years.” 

“Mr. Williams is correct,” said Public 
Service Director Matt Best. “His property 
does take on a lot of water.” 

Best said last year Fishbeck did a study 
and a copy of the report can be made 
available to those interested. He said there 
is a private ditch that takes water from 
Meijer. McClarey is not maintained by the 
county. The drain backs up in Romulus and 
makes its way back to VBT. It backs up in 
a rain, he said. 

Best said about six years ago petitions 
were signed in Romulus to ask the county to 
clean the drain. The board of determination 
met and found the drain cleanout was not 
needed then. 

He said ten people or more have to sign 
a petition to ask the county for a cleaning. 
He said it has to be done by residents and 
not municipalities. He said the drain goes 
from Tyler to Morton Taylor to Ecorse to 
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Romulus. 

Williams’ neighbor said to dig the ditch 
to McClarey drain. “I’m still flooding, as is 
Mr. Williams.” 

Commission chairwoman Carol 
Thompson said they should talk with the 
building department. 

Director Power said, “We will be glad 
to offer information on the study that has 
been done.” The township would also show 
people how to prepare a petition, he said. 

Chairwoman Thompson said the 
commissioners should get the report so 
they know what it says. 

New Mobil gas station 

In other business at the two-hour-and- 
four-minute meeting on July 22, the 
commission recommended to the township 
board approval of a special land use permit 
for a plan to demolish the existing gas 
station on a 1.06-acre site on the northwest 
corner of the I-94 North Service Drive and 
Haggerty Road and put up a new Mobil 
gas station featuring a convenience store 
with retail and food service, including a 
drive-through lane and one drive-through 


window, 10 gasoline pumps instead of the 
previous 12, and related site improvements. 

The drive-through component triggered 
the zoning’s requirement for a special land 
use permit. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked about 
whether the pole sign will be kept, and was 
told the owner would like to keep it. 

Planning consultant Krishnan said 
the policy has been when a site is being 
completely redone, it must conform to the 
present requirements. They are working on 
the preliminary site plan and that will be 
discussed. 


VBT Board approves 
special land use for 
senior living facility 


At its regular meeting Aug. 18, via Zoom, 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously to grant special land 
use for a senior housing development with

Should schools tell 
you if students are 
COVID-19 positive? 


Last week journalists in Michigan got 
word that there were 14 positive cases of 
Covid-19 in Michigan schools. The first and 
most obvious question was “where?” 

As parents all over the state wrestle with 
the decision to go with virtual learning 
options or face-to-face learning they are not 
being fully informed about positive cases in 
their children’s school. 

The Michigan Press Association said 
reporters have reached out to the Governor’s 
office, to the Department of Health and 
Human Services and other state and local 
officials to find out where there are positive 
cases in our schools. 

In Van Buren Public Schools, School 
Supt. Pete Kudlak on Tuesday said there is 
one football player who tested positive and 
his 14 days may already be up. It’s too soon 
to know about anybody else since school 
doesn’t start until Sept. 14, he said. 

He said the school policy is that the district 
will communicate by email with parents, 
kids, and staff if someone in their school 
is positive. Those who have been in close 
contact will be informed. 

If someone called and asked how many 
they have positive in the district, he said 
he would tell you. He won’t get specific 
because that would lead to identification 
of the person and they want to preserve the 
privacy of individuals. 

That’s how it’s going to be handled here 
and it sounds reasonable to us at this point. 
Supt. Kudlak has been very transparent up 
to now and it is appreciated.

EXTRA THINGS | KNOW 


The Mackinac Center for Public Policy 
released a Public School Superintendent 
Database that tells the salaries of the 
superintendents for all 593 school districts 
in the state. 

Van Buren Public Schools Superintendent 
Pete Kudlak is about in the middle at #237 
of 593. It gives his total salary including 
benefits as $199,288 for the 2017-2020 
contract. The enrollment here was said to 
be 4,481 and it was noted the figures were 
those given to the Mackinac Center when it 
was gathering information. 

It states first on the list, with the highest 
superintendent pay, is Traverse City Area 
Public Schools at $486,061, but it had 
multiple superintendents. Second on the 
state list is Romulus Community Schools 
with $452,499, but it also had multiple 
superintendents. 

At the bottom of the list were districts with 
just a few students with no superintendents 
and a cost of zero. 

We’ ve had several people with homes and 
businesses in the city of Belleville contact 
us to say Enrica is not the only one with 
water bills that are way too high. 

One resident came in to show us his bill 
for two months. It was $249.99 for him 
and his wife — no one else in their home — 
and that included three days without water 
when the water main broke and they were 
cut off. Others have similar concerns. It’s 
problematic because people tell me it’s 
impossible to set up an appointment to 
discuss the bills. They said their phone calls 
to city hall do not get returned. 

While they were visiting us, the residents 
voiced their concerns — at length -- about the 
2 mills they are paying for public safety that 
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is not going for public safety. 

For those interested in the Belleville Area 
Museum, it looks like it probably won’t 
reopen until after the first of the year. On 
Monday, during a Zoom budget session, 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
discussed the museum budget. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd reported that 
Museum Director Katie Dallos will get a 2% 
increase in pay in 2021, along with similar 
positions in the township. Director Dallos is 
on furlough now, but there is a person who 
helps people who want to do research in the 
museum archives, she said. 

“It’s being held as is until we decide when 
to reopen,” Budd said. “It’s just kind of 
frozen now.” 

During the Senior Department part of the 
discussion on Monday, Director Lynette 
Jordan said that she was contacted by a 
Keystone Academy school teacher who 
wanted to set up a pen pal program between 
her class and VBT seniors. 

Director Jordan said the seniors are sitting 
at home alone and this would be good for 
them. And, she said, it would allow both 
sides to get a view of what’s really going on 
in the outside world. 

Jordan also announced that they were 
having a volunteer luncheon on Thursday 
(today) so volunteers who had loved to 
work together and miss seeing each other 
can socialize. It’s all with social distancing 


and masks, she said. 

VBT Fire Chief Amy Brow said they are 
putting a supervisor on every day or night 
shift and since the “beloved blended-raters” 
were shut down by the police department 
they had more time to 
work as fire fighters. 
Blended-raters, who 
are full time in other 
township positions, 
get time-and-a-half as 
fire fighters, while fire 
fighters get straight 
time. 

Chief Brow said they have laid down 
the law with the union and gave them two 
months’ notice that they were holding 
everybody to contract amounts. She said 
there was a hard fight against it, but they 
plan to maintain it. 

“Ken Floro may not make $100,000 here 
this year — first time in a long time,” she said 
of the police officer’s fire department pay. 

Chief Brow also said the case of fire 
department full-timer Doug Doty is now 
in the hands of the arbitrator and it should 
be settled in a few weeks. She said Doty 
resigned and then retracted his resignation, 
which had been accepted. 

She said they will find out soon if Doty is 
completely done or if he will be put back in 
place and awarded back pay to make him 
whole.

Today, I went to City Hall to pay our 
Summer Taxes. Since I was going to City 
Hall to pay taxes, I decided to pick up a 
dog license during the same visit. 

However, when I got there, I was not 
allowed to venture any further than the 
foyer as there was a young man sitting at a 
table who told me that tax payments had to 
be placed in the “Drop Box” that was in the 
entry way between the double doors. 

OK, that was reasonable. When I tried 
to obtain a dog license, I was told I could 
not enter the front office. Even though I 
had money, a credit card and the Rabies 
Certificate I could NOT obtain a dog 
license. Instead, I was told that I should put 
the money and the Rabies Certificate in the 
“Drop Box” and a tag would be mailed to 
me. 

Supposedly, this set up was to protect 
the staff from MY GERMS ... and 
EVERYONE’S germs, truth be told. So, 
If I have no Covid-19 symptoms and I 
wear a mask I can go to Mike Windiate’s 
hardware store, Mike Foley’s Frosty Boy, 
CVS, Egan’s Pub, Colette McClinton’s 
Garden Fantasy on Main, Loranger’s 
Chiropractic Office, etc. and actually 
interact with people at businesses in 
Belleville. I have no symptoms and I was 
wearing a mask, but I could NOT purchase 
a DOG LICENSE at City Hall because the 
City Manager has decided there will be NO 
cash or personal interactions exchanged 
between anyone who works at City Hall 
and the residents (who BTW, pay her 
salary). This is obviously an overreaction 
as to how City Employees should conduct 
City Business with residents. It is also an 
unnecessary policy. 

My wife called VBT offices and was told 
that anyone wearing a mask who needs a 
dog license can enter the township building, 
produce the proper documentation of a 
Rabies vaccination, pay $5 ($2.50 if dog 
owner is over 55 years of age) and leave 
with the dog license in hand between 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. Monday through Friday. 

At City Hall I noticed that there are 
Plexiglas shields mounted in all the 
appropriate places between work space 
counters and space where the public can 
get business done with city employees. 
However, any resident entering the 
building will soon find that interactions are 
NOT ALLOWED. Everything goes in the 
“Drop Box”, per the City Manager. There 
is absolutely no reason that the residents 
should be inconvenienced when attempting 
to “do business” with the City.

There was a story on page 15 in last 
week’s Independent that said 34" District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green said two 
charges would be dropped against the 
owner of an offending dog, once the dog 
was destroyed.

He said Judge Green said she would 
ask Mannarino to drop the charges, but 
Mannarino told him that won’t happen 
until Pagel’s costs are paid.

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VBT Planners adjourn senior apartments to Sept. 9 meeting

A public hearing on proposed plans 
for Clover Communities senior housing 
facility was held via Zoom at the Aug. 
26 meeting of the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission and then adjourned 
to its Sept. 9 meeting. 

No member of the public spoke at the 
hearing. 

The applicant, Clover Communities of 
Van Buren LLC, is requesting special 
land use approval for construction of a 
proposed senior housing facility with 125 
independent senior housing units at 8470 
Belleville Road. 

The property is located on the west side of 
Belleville Road between Tyler and Ecorse 
roads and is zoned C-2, Extensive Highway 
Business. It also is in the Belleville Road 
Overlay District. 

The parcel is about 17.7 acres, which 
includes the 15.8 acre development site 
and a 1.9 acre out-parcel along Belleville 
Road. 

Clover had presented a plan with siding 
instead of the majority of brick/stone as 
required by ordinance and went to the VBT 
Board of Zoning Appeals, which rejected 
that request. The BZA did, however, 
approve Clover’s appeal to be allowed 
to have more garages than allowed in the 
ordinance. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, recommended the 
Aug. 26 public hearing should be opened, 
but should not be closed so it could be 
reopened at a future date. At that time 
the commission may reopen the public 
hearing and act on the special land use and 
preliminary site plan requests. 

“TIl see you in two weeks with updated 
plans,” said Beth Erat of Clover 
Communities. 

She said she has had three calls from 
residents looking to rent apartments and 
she said she told them it will be two years 
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“before we are built.” 

In other business at the 33-minute, Zoom 
meeting, the commission: 

¢ Approved an amendment to the Country 
Walk site plan to add revised single-family 
architectural elevations. Brad Gilbert of 
Gilbert Homes said they have built 12 
homes in Country Walk and have 16 more 
lots for upcoming construction. Power 
recommended conditional approval with 
the planning staff reviewing each home 
site. At issue is if a home is substantially 
different in architecture than the homes 
on either side and across the street. 


Country Walk is located on the east side of 
Martinsville Road, north of Savage; 

e Approved, with conditions, an 
amendment to the approved Arlene 
Arbors site plan for revised single-family 
architectural elevations, also requested 
by Gilbert Homes. The unfinished Arlene 
Arbors is located south of Savage Road 
between Five Points and Martinsville. 
Power said Gilbert had presented an 
approval letter from the homeowner 
association in 2018 and Power wants to 
make sure that is still active. There will 
be administrative oversight of these eight 


sites, as well; and 

e Learned the Charter Township of 
Superior has sent a letter of intent to 
update its master plan and VBT is invited 
to comment.

assisted living and memory care units at the 
corner of Morton Taylor and Tyler roads. 
The project will have 56 assisted living 
units and 24 memory care units, for 80 units 
total. The project on 7.11 acres will have 
50 parking spaces, storm water detention, 
facebrick foundation and stonebrick siding. 
Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said the storm 
water detention plan is being reviewed by 
the county and the whole thing is “a fully 
reviewed project.” 

Rick Williams, who has property on Tyler 
Road that floods when the county drain is 
blocked, said the water issues need to be 
worked out before anything moves forward. 

He said Speedway stormwater was put 
underneath Tyler Road and into the south 
ditch and now the water comes to the south 
side where he is located. 


Matthew Best, director of public services, 
said this will be better discussed at the 
planning commission when the site plan is 
approved. He said water from that site went 
to the roadside drain and should not have 
impact on the McClarey Drain. Best said 
he talked to the county and it is aware the 
McClarey Drain has issues and the roadside 
drain has issues. 

“When we get the reply from the county, 
we'll have a better idea on the drain,” said 
Treasurer Sharry Budd. “This is a much- 
needed facility for Van Buren Township.” 

Trustee Paul White asked about elevators 
for the second floor and was told it is one 
story. He also wondered if there was enough 
parking for the handicapped. He asked to 
delay the vote until the board has a better 
idea of what’s going on in there. 

Treasurer Budd, who 
the planning commission, 


serves on 
said three 


commission members traveled to three of 
the Hampton Manors, including the newest 
one in Brighton which is like the one that 
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will be in Van Buren Township. She said 
they have a movie theater, putting green, 
transportation and anything they needed. 
Trustee Reggie Miller said she is 

disappointed there is no independent living 
that would phase into the assisted living. 

“This is their specialty,” Best said. “This 
is what they do.” 

“All had kitchenettes for those who are 
more independent,” Budd said. 

The project now goes back to the planning 
commission for site plan approvals. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-15- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Unanimously approved Resolution 
2020-15 GLWA Concurring Resolution of 
the Industrial Pretreatment Program rules, 
updating pre-treatment of industrial waste 
entering the water resource recovery facility 
having to do with regulation of PFAS 
compounds. Water and Sewer Director Jim 
Taylor said this is a housekeeping item and 
all members of the GLWA communities in 
Oakland, Wayne, Monroe, and Macomb 
counties are required by the EPA to sign 
the rules. This does not impact any charges 
or fees presently paid by VBT for sanitary 
collection service to GLWA; 

° Unanimously approved the 
intergovernmental agreement with Wayne 
County for a park grant of $35,835 for 
continued work to French Landing Park. 
Last year, the township got $120,000 in 
county park grants and demolished the 
unsafe playground and cleared some brush. 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
whole project is over $1 million. “French 
Landing Park is in the worst condition of 
all the parks and an eyesore of a park,” 
Supervisor McNamara said. The new funds 
will help with new seating areas and just 
make it a better park, he said. The grants 
from the county for this work now total 
$150,000, he said. He said they are trying 
to get some native plants there, “But I don’t 
want milkweeds.” Trustee Miller pointed 
out, “It brings the Monarchs.” Supervisor 
McNamara replied, “We want a beautiful 
park to bring visitors,” noting they’ve been 
working on the park for three years; 

e Heard the late Egypt Covington’s brother 
D’ Wayne Turner complain about comments 
made by Trustee White and Clerk Leon 
Wright elsewhere. He said White said it is 
not the township board’s role to help find 
Egypt’s killer. Turner also asked for Wright 
to resign for a comment he made in writing. 
Turner said there would be a demonstration 
the next night calling for the resignation. 
White said board members cannot get 
involved in public safety issues, “Our 
duties are limited,” White said. “It is not 
our job as trustees to go into departments 
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and tell them what to do... The supervisor 
is in charge of everything in the township 

. The trustees do financial reviews and 
discussing motions.” Turner said he wants 
the investigation into his sister’s murder 
turned completely over to the Michigan 
State Police. Supervisor McNamara said 
the board does not comment on active 
investigations. He said the MSP has 100% 
of the file, as does the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s office and they are working 
with the township. “We are not moving it 
to a basement with 25 other cases,” he said. 
“We are not going to let the case go cold 
.. It’s active ... No, we are not giving this 
thing up.” Lindsay Ann Brink joined the 
discussion saying, “What you are hearing is 
not the truth ... You don’t believe anything 
D’ Wayne and I say ... We have the proof 
.. You choose to believe your public safety 
director ... You know this is not a fact.” 
Trustee Sherry Frazier pressed the township 
to turn over the investigation to the MSP 
and tried to make a motion. McNamara 
would not allow that, saying this is a 
management issue and, “That’s why we 
have professionals.” Clerk Wright said he 
posted a statement to social media and he 
read an apology. He said he would go along 
with whatever the board decides.

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VBT BZA grants variance for garages, but denies siding variance

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Zoning Appeals unanimously approved 
a variance to allow extra garages for the 
new senior housing on Belleville Road, 
and unanimously rejected a variance to use 
mostly siding instead of brick or stone. 

This was at its Aug. 11 Zoom meeting. 

Under the township’s assessory building 
requirements, the maximum detached 
accessory buildings on any lot shall be 
4,800 square feet and Clover Communities 
Van Buren LCC asked for 9,600 square 
feet of total detached accessory building 
area, which was approved. 

The request for a variance to architectural 
standards of unpainted red brick, brown 
brick, natural stone or similar high-quality 
materials the primary building was denied. 


Clover wanted to use hardieplank siding 
for about 70% of the building façade. 

Beth Ernat of Clover Communities said 
she would bring back a revision to the 
township. 

Director of Public Service Matt Best told 
Ernat that Dan Power and Vidya Krishnan 
will bring Clover through the next steps, 
“So you can get your senior housing up 
and running.” 

Power is director of planning and 
economic development and Krishnan, 
of McKenna Associates, is planning 
consultant. 

During the one-hour-and- 12-minute 
meeting, Ernat explained plans for the 
independent living for seniors, aged 55 and 
up, at 8740 Belleville Rd. on the west side 
of Belleville near Robson Road. 

Ernat said “Mr. Joseph” is the only owner

of the development and the company acts 
as general contractor and holds the property 
long-term as property management. None 
of his communities have ever been sold, 
she said. The business started in mid 1989. 

She said they have no government subsidy 
and HUD allows them to operate with the 
55-and-up limit, with few exceptions. 
Ernat said the residents are mainly retired 
people so there is not a mass exodus from 
the buildings every morning. 

She said Clover pays full property taxes 
and they offer no dining or health care. 
The buildings are TV monitored and 
controlled. They have elevators, an indoor 
mail system, and every unit has a laundry, 
kitchen, and bathroom. 

She said there will be 125 units in the 
three-story building, with 40 garages 
and 118 surface parking spaces. Offered 
are two bedrooms and one bath and two 
bedrooms with a bath and a half. 

The two acres that front along Belleville 
Road will be retained for commercial 
development. 

Average rent for a two-bedroom unit 
would be $1,300 a month, including all 
utilities. She said a person could sell his or 
her home and live at Clover for ten years 
without any other money. 

Ernat said having to have stone or brick 
increases Clover’s cost and affects what 
the rent would be. 

Ernat had worked with the township to 
get zoning for senior independent living, 
which was recently added to the zoning 
ordinance. 

She said Clover wouldn’t be creating a 
precedent with the siding. The project is 
400’ behind the Belleville Road corridor 
and very similar to Westlake. 

“To go from 30% stone to 90% brick and 
stone raises our cost 300%,” she said. 

Ernat said the 40 garages is the “magic 
number” of those residents who want 
inside parking. 

Nicole Butzin variance request 

At its 30-minute, July 14 Zoom meeting, 
the BZA held a public hearing during 
which no one spoke and then considered 
the variance request of Nicole Butzin, 
17160 Renton Rd. 

Butzin had asked for a variance from the 
township ordinance that requires detached 
accessory buildings to be located in the 
rear or side yard. She proposed a 30’x40’ 
detached accessory building in the front 
yard. 

Director Power said this request was for 
a flag lot. It is zoned AG, with standards 
similar to residential districts. The proposed 
building would be in front, slightly to the 
side of the principle building. 

Director Power said based on the 
definitions of the front yard and side yard 
spelled out in the zoning ordinance, when 
the yard is not rectangular, the side lot lines 
are actually everything except for the front 
lot line and the rear lot line. This would 
put the accessory building in the side yard, 
as opposed to the front yard, which is

meeting room. 

Rush said the township traditionally 
allows people to take pictures of the 
election tape at all elections for as long as 
he can remember. 

“This is happening at all the precincts,” 
he stated.

Rush had the tape stopped and went on 
with his verbal statement. 

“I never moved the tabulator in the 
hallway. I never touched the tabulator. 
I never took the tape. ...This has been 
designed to damage my reputation,” Rush 
said. 

He then complained about Jim Clark’s 
letter to the editor and the one written 
by Ronald Barrington Robinson, both 
published in the Independent. 

Supervisor John Morgan, also running for 
reelection, praised Rush. 

“We all love you because we know what 
you’ve done ... Hold your head high,” he 
said, and the meeting room audience of 
more than 20 applauded. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy, also running for 
reelection, apologized to Hurst and Rush 
for what they were going through. When he 
was through, the audience applauded again. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Supervisor Morgan issued a statement, 
saying there was an unfortunate incident 
at the last meeting and this is a business 
meeting of a township board to keep the
